Mr.  Wallace,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  Walker  Bank  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, will  be  presented  the  honorary  doctor 
of  laws  degree. 

MU.  CONDIE,  WHO  has  served  as  Tab- 
ernacle Choir  director  since  September  1957, 
previously  was  soloist  and  assistant  conduc- 
tor for  nearly  20  years.  A native  of  Spring- 
ville,  he  was  graduated  from  BYU  with  a 
master  of  arts  degree  in  1923.  He  currently 
is  assistant  professor  of  music  at  University 
of  Utah,  where  he  teaches  voice,  harmony 
and  conducting  and  directs  singing  ensem- 
bles. 

He  graduated  in  1927  from  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music  at  Boston,  and  he  has 
studied  in  Europe,  at  Berkshire  Music  School 
in  Massachusetts,  with  choral  director 
Robert  Shaw  and  at  Christiansen  Choral 
School  in  Chambersburg,  Pa. 

Mr.  Condie  has  led  the  Tabernacle  Choir 
in  European  concerts  in  1955,  on  the  tour 
of  the  midwest  and  eastern  United  States  in 
1959,  to  Los  Angeles  in  1959  for  national 
television  appearance  and  acceptance  of  the

Mr.  Wallace  served  as  civilian  aide  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Army  in  1955-59;  he  was 
also  chairman  of  the  Army  Advisory  Com- 
mittee of  Salt  Lake  City  for  more  than  10 
years.

Floodwaters 
Bury  Towns 
In  Alaska 

ANCHORAGE,  Alaska,  (UPI) 
Floodwaters  along  the  lower  Us- 
kokwim  river  in  western  Alaska 
increased  steadily  Wednesday  des- 
pite a series  of  delayed-action 
bombs  dropped  into  ice  jams  near 
the  village  of  Napaskia  from  a 
Navy  Neptune  patrol  bomber. 

The  , small  villages  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Uskokwim  were 
completely  underwater  and  the 
flood  had  inundated  almost  half 
the  town  of  Bethel,  a community 
of  about  1,200  persons. 

BETHEL  CIVIL  Defense  Direc- 
tor Robert  Gibson  said  the  Navy 
planned  to  drop  more  bombs 
with  the  hope  of  cracking  ice 
jams  in  the  river  later  Wednes- 
day where  two  tons  of  explosives 
dropped  earlier  had  been  unsuc- 
cessful. The  trick  is  to  smash  ice 
jams  that  are  causing  the  river 
to  spill  over  its  banks. 

Two  army  H21  helicopters  from 
Fort  Richardson  and  one  Air 
Force  helicopter  from  Elmendorf 
Air  Force  Base  evacuated  about 
120  villagers  from  Napaskia  to 
to  the  Bethel  armory  Tuesday. 

ALONG  THE  Yukon  River  in 
Central  Alaska,  flood  waters  be- 
gan to  recede.  The  village  of  Gal- 
ena was  inundated  Wednesday 
morning,  but  the  flood  waters 
stopped  just  six  feet  short  of  a 
protective  dike  around  the  adja- 
cent Air  Force  station  before  sub- 
siding.

Need  Cooperation  Now  My  Lunch

On  April  29,  1963,  a SiUrvey  was 
mailed  out  to  3000  students  to  in- 
quire regarding  some  social  ac- 
tivities and  attitudes.  This  was 
sponsored  jointly  by  Student  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Student  Coor- 
dinator’s Office. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  ques^ 
tionnaire  is  to  determine  how 
students  feel  about  social  activ- 
ities on  campus  and  to  relate 
some  of  the  feelings  to  actual 
social  practices  of  the  student- 
body.  Additionally,  it  is  hoped 
that  some  suggestions  for  im- 
provement as  well  as  expansions- 
of  the  present  program  will  be 
available  for  future  groups  to 
use  in  planning  campus  activi- , 
ties.  [ 

Student  interest  in  the  survey 
has  not  measured  up  to  expecta- 
tions since  only  14^,c  of  the  ques- 
tionnaires have  been  returned. 
This  fact  leads  to  one  of  two  pos- 
sible conclusions:  (li  That  the 
general  attitude  of  the  student- 
body  is  one  of  apathy  towards 
any  atempt  to  determine  what 
can  be  done  to  make  the  extra- 
curricular program  of  BYU  more 
satisfying:  or  (2)  That  student 
government  has  done  such  an 
outstanding  job  in  shaping  the 
program  over  the  years  that  no 
Improvements  are  necessary. 

With  due  respect  to  the  stu- 
dents who  have  worked  in  all  lev- 
els of  the  activity  program,  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  second  alterna- 
tive is  completely  true.  It  is  more 
reasonable  to  conjecture  that  the 
attitude  of  “what  difference  will 
it  make  if  I do  speak  up”  has  the 
majority  of  the  studentbody  sub- 
jected to  its  unholy  and  devas- 
tating influence. 

This  is  an  excellent  opportun- 
ity to  either  praise  or  condemn 
the  social  program  of  the  Univer- 
sity. .Speak  up  now  or  forever 
liold  your  peace.

My  dear  Mis.s  Oiiinn: 

Now  you’re  spoiling  my  lunch! 
As  a result  of  your  second  let- 
ter, though,  I now  undezsland 
how  you  can  make  such  rash 
statements.  You  apparently  have 
difficulty  in  comprehending  cor- 
rectly what  you  read!  In  the  first 
place,  the  letter  you  answered 
was  not  written  by  Mr.  Teeples— 
it  was  written  by  me.  In  the  sec- 
ond place,  your  statement  which 
you  thought  was  my  quote:  ‘“em- 
pirical evidence’  of  Keynesianism 
in  the  ’30’s,”  is  not  correct.  I said 
Keynes  developed  his  theory  as 
a result  of  the  empirical  evidence 
of  the  ’30’s.  However,  I am  grate- 
ful for  your  mistake,  because  you 
reveal  your  lack  of  knowledge 
and  slipshod  research.  The  “new 
economics”  of  the  ’30’s  to  which 
you  refer  (supposedly  the  cause 
of  our  great  depression)  was  ac- 
tually the  economics  of  Pre- 
Keynesianism  or  Neo-Classici.sm, 
a system  of  economic  princio!e« 
which  Keynes  proved  was  limited 
by  using  the  empirical  evidence 
of  the  depression.  Keynes’  GeJi- 
eral  Theory  was  published  in 
1936.  It  was  written  l>et*ause  of 
the  great  depression,  Miss  Guinn; 
it  was  not  the  cause.  He  points 
out  that  our  great  capitalistic 
system  has  no  “invisible  hand” 
or  automatic  regualtor  which  will 
bring  us  back  to  full  employ- 
ment equilibrium,  and  also  shows 
us  why  (empirically).  He  did  ad- 
vocate an  increase  of  government 
“pump-priming”  at  this  point,  but 
I would  also  like  to  quote  what 
he  thought  the  role  of  govern- 
ment should  be:  “The  important 
thing  for  government  is  not  to 
do  things  which  individuals  are 
doing  already,  and  to  do  them  a 
little  better  or  a little  worse;  but 
to  do  those  things  which  at  pres- 
ent are  not  done  at  all.”  (You 
might  review  Richard  Poll’s  re- 
marks of  previous  issue  con- 
cerning Lincoln’s  view  of  the 
proper  role  of  government  and 
compare  with  Keynes’.) 

With  reference  to  your  final 
paragraph  about  “man  purging 
man,”  I don’t  believe  that  a lit- 
erate person  needs  an  answer  to 
your  distortion.

Standards 
Clarifies  Points 

A point  concerning  academic 
suspension  was  recently  clarified 
by  Darrel  Moses,  head  of  Aca- 
demic Standards. 

“A  student,”  he  stated,  “can  re- 
main on  probation  an  infinite 
number  of  semesters  and  never 
be  suspended.” 

THE  REQUIREMENT  is  not 
to  get  more  than  12  points  below 
the  student's  class  minimum  (1.75 
for  freshmen  and  2.0  for  all  oth- 
er classes). 

Grade  points  are  awarded  for 
letter  grade.s  and  are  not  the 
same  thing  as  grade  point  aver- 
ages. An  A equals  four  grade 
points,  a B three  points,  etc. 

A student  can  find  the  number 
of  grade  points  he  must  have  to 
stay  in  good  standing  by  multi- 
plying all  the  BYU  credit  hours 
he  has  carried  by  his  class  min- 
imum. 

TO  BE  suspended  a student 
must,  simultaneously,  be  on  pro- 
bation, have  been  below  his  class 
minimum  for  the  current  sem- 
ester, and  be  12  total  grade  points 
below  his  class  minimum. 

These  minus  grade  points  are 
cumulative  from  semester  to  sem- 
ester, he  explained,  and  a student 
can  remain  off  suspension  only 
as  long  as  his  total  grade  point 
average  is  higli  enough  to  keep 
him  above  the  minus-12  cut-off 
line.
